The system became mandatory in 
an attempt to equalize the value of 
grades in all Fairfax County 
Schools. 


Many teachers felt that the sys- 
tem did not allow a margin for cal- 
culation error as is necessary in 
some math and science courses. 
They also had difficulty in adjusting 
their tests to the scale as many had 
never used such a stringent scale 
before. Students felt, by general 
consensus, that their grades would 
drop considerably because of the 
scale. 

Though many still disagree with 
the system, students and faculty 
alike began to accept the seven 
point county grading scale as a 
change that was here to stay.

The first year students have six 
requirements, which they are to work 
on during the first quarter.

After they have finished 
with these projects they may spend 
their free time working on auto 
mechanics and auto body. 

During the second nine week 
period they learn brick laying for 
two weeks and spend the rest of the 
quarter on free time work. The third 
quarter consists of two weeks of 
carpentry and free time work and 
the fourth is one week of small 
engine mechanics and free time.
